Firft, I cannot but minde. thoſe words that fall from his Pen in the 
doſe of his Argument, at Leaſt (aith he, for the moving of God to olett him; = 
certainly either it was his minde to give out ſomething, as though the Poſition 
had ſaid that mens faith, works, and uſe of meansdid move God to eleR them, 
when the word works was not there ar all,- for had itbeen in it, without an 
explanation of it, I ſhould not have vindicated the Poſition, bur as it is I muſt 
maintaia the truth of it againſt al] oppoſers whatſoeverzneither is there any thing 
in it as chat faich, or uſe of means doth moye God to the eleing of any men,
